From Belgrade the report is that an offl 
eial dispatch relative to the engagements 
near Siivitza says that after heavy fight, 
ing Prince Alexander was forced to retreat 
to Siivnitza. 
Both sides lost heavily. 
A 
sharp fight has occurred on the left of the 
Servian advance line, where both forces 
hold their positions. 
These dispatches are from Bulgarian and 
Servian sources respectively. 
L a te r .—The 
D aily News Sofia cor re 
•pondent confirms the Bulgarian victory at 
Siivnitza. 
The D aily News war correspondent tele­ 
graphs that the Servians lost at the battle 
of Slivnitsa ten cannot!, 300 horses and an 
estimated number of 3,000 men killed and 
wounded. 
A telegram from Belgrade says an official 
report from the front states that the Serv­ 
ians entered Bresnik. 
The town has been 
abandoned by the Bulgarians, who, in their 
haste to get away, left eight guns behind 
them. 
The capture of Bresnik leaves that 
route open to Sofia. 
The Bulgarian arm y 
of the W iddin district may bo considered 
completely destroyed and dispersed. 
At 
Bresnik 101 prisoners and a number of rifles 
were taken. 
Russia has announced, as has 
before 
been tacitly understood, that Servia w ill be 
checked after her occupation of Sofia, which 
is now regarded as a foregone conclusion.

There were present a number of 
other physicians and Rurg eons connected 
with the colleg es and hospitals of the city. 
Toe brain was removed, and with scalpel

Eng el and Mills made 
a car fal examination. 
On its outer coat­ 
ing numerous g ranulations were found and 
the veins were discovered to be cong ested.

this coating was a whitish g ray

it being almost impossible to separate the 
two anterior lobes of the brain.

The rig ht and left middle cere­ 
bral i and the basilar artery were taken out 
and retained for microscopical,’examination.
